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Warning Issued | 
Against Dangers 
Of Yule Flames 


A warning against the dangers 
of fire during the holiday season 
was issued yesterday by R. S. 
Hammond, chairman of the fire 
prevention committee of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce. 

“Avoid. the use of real candles 
and all other form of open flame 
or fire near Christmas décorations 
or curtains,” Hammond urged. 
“Use electric tree lights, and be 
sure that they bear the under- 
writers approved tag which ap- 
pears on all kinds of safe elec- 
trical apparatus to show that it is 
safe for use. Don’t leave a light- 
ed tree in your house unless there 
is someone there to turn the pow- 
er off in case of an accident. 

“Be particularly careful of cot- 
ton snow and false whiskers, 
faces and costumes which will 
usually catch fire easily and burn 
with terrific speeds Don’t use 
cheap toys that require fire in any 
form to make them work, and 
watch out for the electrical toys 
in the hands of children too young 
to understand them. Be particu- 
larly cautious with the cheap mov- 
ing picture projectors sold as toys, 
and insist on having slow-burning 
film. 

“Finally don’t allow paper and 
rubbish to accumulate.”

As soon as the last child ceased 
to' be dependent, probably upon | 


reaching the age of 18, these pay- 
ments’ would stop but the widow 
would become eligible for three- 
fourths of her husband’s annuity 
upon reaching 65 

In this connection the council 
also recommended payment of 
lump-sum death benefits, which 
some members previously had 
said would serve to meet funeral 
costs. In no case would these 
amount to more than $200. 

None of these preretirement 
age family benefits would accrue 
to a widow without children, and 
she would become eligible for 
payments only upon attaining 65 
years. 

Substantial changes in financing 
old-age insurance as now provided 
in the social security act also were 
recommended. 

The suggestions called for set- 
ting up a comparatively small 
“contingency reserve fund’”—some 
experts estimate $4,000,000,000 
would suffice—instead of the ap- 
proximately $47,000,000,000 re- 
serve which would be accumulated 
under the present system. 

Urge Tax System. 

They proposed that the federal 
government out of its general rev- 
enues should bear one-third, of the 
cost of the insurance system, shar- 


of;ing the total cost equally with 


employes and employers. 

The council also recommended 
that revenues from regular old- 
age insurance taxes should be set 
aside in a. special .trust fund, 
rather than turned in’ to the gen- 
eral fund of the treasury as at 
present. 

The council, composed of 25 
representatives of employes, em- 
ployers and the public, made its 
report to the senate finance com- 
mittee and the Social Security 
Board. The document was fin- 
ished a week ago, after 14 months 
of study, but was not made pub- 
lic until tonight. | 

Disability insurance proposals 
would put the social security pro- 
gram into a new field and the re- 
port stated that while all mem- 
bers of the council agreed upon 
it in principle some members “‘be- 
lieve that on account of additional 
costs and administrative difficul- 
ties, the problem should receive 
further study. Others thought it 
should, like the other proposed 
new benefits, be undertaken im- 
mediately. 

Embrace Others. 

In its recommendations on cov- 
erage, the council renewed earlier 
proposals that seamen and bank 
employes, about 600,000 in all, be 
brought under the act without de- 
lay. It then suggested immediate 
extension of the system to em- 
ployes of non-profit religious, 
charitable and educational insti- 
tutions. These have been estimated 
to number 2,000,000. 

Farm and domestic labor, num- 
bering about 6,000,000 persons, 
should be brought in by January 
1, 1940, if possible, the council 
said, and suggested that the ad- 
ministrative problem of how to 
collect taxes from them and their 
employers might be solved by 
using the stamp book system.

“The earning power of the people of the 
state is in direct ratio to the educational and 
health levels of that state’—said Governor 
Rivers in a request for WPA aid to state schools. 

“We as joury find the defendant guilty of an 
tempt to commit pettey larncy and fix the fine 
at one cent’—the verdict of a Coosa county, 
Alabama, jury. 

It is inescapable that in these two quotations 
rests the greatest, and the gravest, problem that 
the south must face. It may be assumed the 
Coosa county jury was representative of the 


panel, that it was composed of honest, well- 
meaning men, and that in this group were some 


who shape the political direction of that county. 

Yet what chance has an electorate seeking 
to maintain and extend democracy when ele- 
mentary spelling has avoided its members? Is 
it enough for the voter to be able to read and 
write, figure and spell, to know a little history 
and geography in a world as complex as this 
today? 

Government influence over economic life has 
doubled and redoubled under the stress of the 
recent years. There has been added the regula- 
tion of wages and hours, social security, crop 
control, credits, managed,currency and manipu- 
lation of budgets to influence the economic 
cycle. The voter is the ultimate recourse of the 
special pleaders, the charlatans of politics, the 
demagogues—and what chance exists for de- 
mocracy when the basic principles of economics 
escape. the grasp of the common man, and when 
he does not possess the educational background 
necessary for the appraisals of men and meas- 
ures? 

Even WPA assistance for Georgia schools will 
be a temporary thing, and the Governor has 
pointed out that the tax levels of the state are 
near the saturation point. Too much is poured 
down the maw of an archaic county system. 
Too little goes to maintaining education, even 
in the grammar grades, when the crying need 
is for building into higher levels, necessary if 
the south is to progress. It is said that industry 
will prove the salvation of the south. Yet what 
desirable industry can operate with labor that 
is uneducated, that can’t even spell decently? 
Coolie industries can, but can the south afford 
the blighting influence of sweatshop work as 
the price for raising the income levels? The in- 
dustries which the south seeks are those which 
require labor educated to the high school level 
and beyond. 

Sooner or later the issue must be squarely 
faced. This state is attempting to carry a bur- 
den of social and educational service which 
threatens to collapse the entire structure unless 
action is taken to place the state on a modern 
basis. Too long has an antique constitution and 
an archaic county structure been carried as a 
millstone. 

WPA aid to the schools will be helpful. It 
will alleviate conditions today, but as a make- 
shift, a patchwork job. When it ends, even if 
it is obtained, does Georgia wish to revert to 
three and four-month school terms, to deny- 
ing its children the education they require if 
they are to intelligently maintain the democ- 
racy of which we boast? | 

The incoming legislature faces more than 
the task of providing new sources of revenue. 
It must provide the future upon which fair tax- 
ation will build. If it cannot, or will not, then 
the people must, in a year which cannot be 
long delayed. Georgia cannot keep itself pov- 
erty-stricken because of expensive tastes in 
governmental procedure. The burden of horse- 
and-buggy counties and inequalities in educa- 
tion is too much of a millstone.

STATE UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 

By the first of January, 1939, the state of 
Georgia will have accumulated funds approxi- 
mating $15,000,000 under the Unemployment 
Compensation Act. The sole purpose of the | 
fund is to provide payments each week to in- 
sured workers who become unemployed through 
no fault of their own. 

The funds were accumulated by the pay- 
ment of a pay roll tax, assessed against some 
7,000 Georgia employers with approximately 
400,000 workers on their rolls. The contribu- 
tions under the law began in July, 1937.. No 
worker is required to contribute toward main- 
taining the fund. It is strictly: an employer- 
provided benefit under the law. But only the 
insured worker may benefit from it. Adminis- 
tration expenses are paid by the United States 
government. ° 

Under the provisions of the act benefits for 
total unemployment will be paid to those who 
perform no work for pay, except odd jobs with 
remuneration of $3 per week or less. But 
partial benefits will be paid to workers whose 
hours have been reduced because of lack of 
work. 

To qualify for the benefits.a worker must 
have earned wages between January and Oc- 
tober of 1938 from a person, firm or corpora- 
tion complying with the law, that is, one which 


, has contributed an ameéunt sufficiently large 


to have met the provisions of the act. 

The unemployed insured«worker, to collect 
his benefits, must register, each week he is out 
of work, at the nearest office of the state em- 
ployment service. He must report he is able 
to, and available for, work. He must file his 
claim for benefits two weeks in advance of ex- 
pected payment. He must present his social 
security card. Thus every precaution human- 
ly possible is to be taken to prevent fraud, yet, 
at the same time, make it as easy as is prac- 
ticable for those entitled to the benefits to col- 
lect them. 


The people of the state will watch with un- 
usual interest the outcome of this measure. It 
would be far preferable if there was no neces- 
sity for it. But lean years will come. Suffer- 
ing, however, has always been less acute among 
those with the foresight to lay something aside 
during the fat years. It is this principle which 
is being applfd under the unemployment com- 
pensation act. 


THE BACK SEAT MENACE 


It was announced recently, after exhaustive 
tests, that women on the whole were more care- 
ful automobile drivers than men. This after 
a long period of masculine disdain for the fe- 
male of the species behind the wheel. The 
tests did not disclose how much extra-caution 
has affected safety, nor did they delve into the 
more deadly type of woman—and man—driver, 
the back-seat variety. 


Generally this type of pest is a stranger to 
the wheel, or, if not, at best a poor aster. 
While it would be practically impossible to as- 
sign back-seat driving as a cause of accidents, 
it is a safe assumption that the woman who 
screams, “Lookout,” or shouts “Stop” whe 
only a sudden spurt of speed will prevent ac- 
cident, injury and death, is the cause of a large 
percentage of crashes. It is only human that 
the driver will react to the observation and 
comment of another, without pausing to con- 
sider the value of the judgment of the speaker. 
Generally speaking, that judgment is nil or of 
minus quality, and there lies a great factor in 
the traffic toll. 


The operation of an automobile is a casual 
enough matter today despite the complex 
character of the job, without the added com- 
plication of non-driving back-seat directors. 
Driving an automobfle is a task which requires 
instruction in much the same manner that is 
used in the case of airplanes. Yet, generally 
speaking, a boy or girl is placed behind the 
wheel, told how to shift gears and stop, and 
then is turned loose upon an_ unsuspecting 
public. There is no instruction in the niceties 
of handling the car—the little added knowledge 
which spells the difference between life and 
death in many instances. 


When this hazard and unconcern Is coupled 
with the widespread custom of gratuitous ad- 
vice and shouted warnings frodm the back seat, 
there is to be found a considerable portion of 
the blame for accidents that are now listed 
under other causes, for no good reason except 
that the human factor is seldom taken into 
consideration. 

When the back-seat driver has been muz- 
zled, and the man behind the wheel has been 
taught proper and safe actions for emergencies, 
a great improvement may be expected.

True, the cautious Morgenthau merely said that the South 
American trade scheme was being “studied.” True, also, the highly 
involved form of the Chinese credit all but obscures the vital fact 
that it will bring desperately needed supplies to the tattered armies 
of Chiang Kai-shek. 

But, however complex the method, supplying the Chinese pa- 
triots is an assault on the invading Japanese. And, however polite 
its presentation, the South American trade scheme is intended to 
elbow the Germans out-of our hemisphere. Taken together, in fact, 
t meaning. The Presi- 
dent has decided to fight the authoritarian states on their own 
terms. Unless congress or public opinion reverses his decision, 
bloodless but open warfare has now begun. 


THE CREDIT WEAPON The blindest eye can see that credit 
is the one weapon possessed by the 

United States but not by the authoritarian nations. The billions 
of gold in the federal treasury, America’s unlimited command of 
foreign exchange, have more potential value than Hitler’s air force. 
Hitherto, following a traditionally passive foreign policy, this 
country has refused to use its credit weapon. Now, the weapon 
has been daringly grasped by the President. If the Chinese credit 
and the South American trade scheme mean anything; they mean 


_ that American wealth is to be used to help existing friends and to 


make new ones abroad. In the current struggle between the de- 
mocracies and dictatorships, that is a fundamentally aggressive act. 

Furthermore, it can be stated on the most positive authority that 
the aggressive nature of the Chinese credit and South American 
trade scheme was fully recognized in discussions at the White 
House, the State Department and the treasury. Indeed, the prob- 
able reactions of Japan and Germany were pondered at length, 
And it was finally decided that, in the post-Munich world, passivity 
is a luxury which the United States cannot afford. 

Thus far, the departure from traditional policy is not great. 
If it provokes a congressional uproar, the Chinese credit can be 
explained away, the South American scheme quietly jettisoned. 
But the deeply serious fact remains that the departure has been 
made. It has been made purposely, after weighing. every pro and 
con, and, unless the domestic reaction is too violent, it presages a 
new American course in foreign affairs. 


AFTERMATH OF MUNICH 1 The history of this week’s twin 


events will show that the foregoing 
analysis is neither alarmist nor exaggerated. It begins some four 
years ago, when certain farsighted treasury officials first suggested 
that it was foolish to ignore the credit weapon in the struggle be- 
tween democracy and dictatorship. The question became contro- 
versial not long thereafter, when the dictatorships’ aggressions made 
Secretary of the Treasury,Henry Morgenthau Jr. an ardent cham- 
pion of the neglected weagon. 

Use of the weapon was so long delayed because the President 
was fearful of the political results, while the State Department was 
reluctant to abandon the principles of isolation. Munich and its 
aftermath ended the argument. 

For the first time, it was clear that the United States could not 
look to Great Britain and Franée to defend democracy unaided. 
The officials of the State Department continued doubtful, but the 
President was newly tempted to seize the great weapon which lay 
to his hand. The discussions at the White House were occasionally 
acrimonious, and action was deferred until the President finally 
made up his mind less than two weeks ago. No doubt the Japanese 
effort to shut China’s open door, and the German savagery at home 
and effrontery at Lima weighed heavily in his decision. 

Tentative preparations for both the Chinese credit and South 
American trade scheme were begun some time previously, although

is still incomplete. Disclosure came this week chiefly because the

When any city is in the throes 
ot a serious traffic problem, it 
would seem to be the part of wis- 
dom for all law enforcement of- 
ficials to endeavor to set good ex- 
amples to the general motoring 
public.

DEDICATION RECORD. 

Marion Smith remarked to Clark 
Howell, Cherry Emerson and the 
writer as we rode away from the 
dedicatory exercises at Georgia 
Tech last Thursday that we had 
witnessed the record dedication 
exercises. in the history of Geor- 
gia, in his opinion. That is, three 
buildings in 45 minutes, or an 
average of 15 minutes per build- 
ing. And I suspect he is right. 

The program Thursday morning 
was the occasion of the dedication 
of the new civil engineering 
building, the new mechanical 
engineering building, and the new 
auditorium-armory building at 
Tech. The program started at 
11:30 o’clock and closed at 12:15 
o’clock. There was an audience of 
3,000 persons, including the Tech 
faculty, regents, student body, 
members of the general assembly 
and a few other invited guests. 

Music by the Tech band, ad- 
dresses by President M. L. Brit- 
tain, Chancellor S. V. Sanford, H. 
T. Cole, regional director of the 
Public Works Administration, 
Cherry Emerson, Major Clark 
Howell and Governor E. D. Rivers 
all took place within the 45 
minutes. 

The address of Governor Rivers 
was the feature of the occasion. 
He took as his text, “Progressive 
and LIjberal Government,” and 
preached an impassioned sermon 
with an old-fashioned camp meet- 
ing fervor. It was chock full of 
facts concerning Tech’s half cen- 
tury of service to the world. With- 
out referring once to notes, he 
gave us the history of the institu- 
tion in detail, beginning with the 
leadership of Governor Nat Har- 
ris in 1882, the defeat of the bill 
authorizing the establishment of 
the school in 1883, the passing of 
the bill in 1886, the opening of 
the school in 1888 with two build- 
ings, seven teachers and 129 stu- 
dents, the work of its 12,000 
graduates, its present 165 teachers 
and 2,800 students, campus of 33 
acres valued at $3,000,000, the ad- 
ministration of President Brittain 
covering 16 years, its rank among 
the foremost technological schools 
of the world, its destined expan- 
sion in the years to come.

When He Learned To Fit One 
Stone on Another, He Knew 
How To Build a Castle 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


It is the fashion to be amused by the ignorance of old-timers, / 
whose education was limited to the three R’s. Yet these three, 


Reading, ’Riting and Reckoning, comprise the whole of formal 
education, whatever the length to which it is carried. 

Writing is merely drawing—the making of lines and curlicues 
to form symbols that have certain agreed-upon meanings. Like a 
secret cipher or code, it is meaningless except to those who have 
learned the value of each picture. And if the art is learned in the 
first grade, higher education adds nothing to it. ‘ 


Reckoning covers the whole of mathematics. The student learns 
that certain marks are numbers, representing certain values. He 
learns to add, subtract, multiply and divide. Using these arts to 
solve problems is merely the mechanics of logic. It is the one 
study that requires thinking and develops the ability to reason. 
It seems the most hateful because work is hateful. 


As the student develops greater ability. to think, he is given 
more and more difficult problems, beyond the capacity of simple 
arithmetic. He must learn new signs and symbols, and new 
processes of reasoning; but to the very last he studies the art of 
reckoning. An Einstein, thinking in terms beyond the mental reach 
of ordinary men, is still practicing the third of the R’s. 

Reading is the art that reveals all knowledge. It begins with 
“This is a cat,” and the process of gaining further knowledge in 
history, literature, science and art, is merely a continuation of the 
fascinating trick of translating printed symbols into words and 
meanings. : : 

These words: are the units employed to express ideas, and the 
student’s ability to form and comprehend ideas is limited by the 
number of words he knows and understands. 

In the first grade, a few hundred words can express all he 
knows and thinks. He does not learn such common words as 
“archaeology” and “collectivism,” for he does not need them to 
express his thoughts. Yet he has vague; elusive thoughts which 
he cannot clarify or completely form because he doesn’t know the

Four Losses 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 18—(2)— 
Farmer rejection of New Deal 
marketing controls for next year’s 
burley and dark type tobacco crops 


led many members of congress to 
predict today that the present 
farm law would be changed. 

The tobacco marketing quotas 
were rejected in voting conduct- 
ed among the growers Saturday. 
Their defeat gave the agriculture 
department a score of four losses 
and but one victory in referenda 
on sales controls for 1939 crops. 
In similar elections conducted the 
preceding Saturday, growers of 
flue-cured tobacco and rice re- 
jected quotas and cotton farmers 
approved them. 

Congressional leaders generally 
agreed that the referenda would 
have a strong influence on the at- 
titude the new congress takes to- 
ward the farm problem and exist- 
ing legislation, but opinion varied 
as to what action the lawmakers 
would take. 

Senator Borah, Republican, 
Idaho, declared the quota rejec- 
tions had helped sound a death 
knell for the administration’s the- 
ory that farm prices and income 
can best be maintained at fair 
levels by means of governmental 
control of production and mar- 
keting when price-depressing sup- 
plies accumulate. 

“The idea of production con- 
trol is dead,” Borah said. 


GALLUP 
Favor Boycott 


By Institute of Public Opinion. 

_ NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Amer- 
ican disapproval of the policies of 
Nazi Germany has reached the 
point where a substantial majority 
of American voters say they would 
be willing to join a popular boy- 
cott movement against goods of- 
German make. 

That is indicated in a nation- 
wide survey of the American In- 
stitute of Public Opinion as boy- 
cotting groups throughout _ the 
United States bring their anti- 
Nazi “Boycott Week” to a close. 


The survey indicates that there is | 


a strong potential support for a 
boycott in all parts of the country 
and among persons of all religious 
groups. 

Ever since the accession of 
Chancellor Hitler, in 1933, there 
has been more or less of a boycott 
of German goods by American 
Jews and anti-Nazis, but in today’s 
survey more than three voters in 
every five say they would join 
such a boycott.

The speech was considered by 
many delegates as a bombshell 
hurled in the rivalry between the 
United States and Argentina over 
the problem of committing the 21 
American republics to a strong 
declaration on solidarity and de- 
fense. 

When Landon said “agents of 
totalitarian powers are busy 
spreading propaganda all over 
Central and South America to the 
effect those countries cannot count 


Gaining 
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on the continuity of policy of the 
United States,” he answered Ar- 
gentina’s question: “After Roose- 
velt, what?” 

He went ahead and declared the 
Monroe doctrine was one policy 
which the United States had pur- 
sued “for over a century regard- 
less of election results.” 

He did not mention the good 
neighbor policy by name, how- 
ever, although he gave praise to 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
whose “wisdom and patience” he 
said had improved United States 
relations in South America. 

Argentina has been insisting the 
United States was a potential 
threat to small South American 
nations because there was no as- 
surance the good -neighbor policy 
would be continued after Presi- 
dent Roosevelt leaves office. 

Because of Landon’s emphasis 
upon the Monroe doctrine, dele- 
gates considered the speech would 
be particularly distasteful to Ar- 
gentina who dislikes the doctrine. 

Tonight the hallways and lob- 
bies of hotels buzzed with discus- 
sion of Landon’s talk. It was 
generally agreed that while it was 
the speech of an individual out- 
side the conference hall, it would 
have a definite effect on the con- 
ference itself. 


U.8. Determined 


LIMA, Peru, Dec. 18.—(UP)— 
The United States is prepared to 
fight to the “last ditch” for a dec- 
laration of continental solidarity 
by the eighth Pan-American con- 
ference that will pledge the 21 
American republics to joint resist- 
ance against “non-American” ag- 
gression, it was reported tonight. 

U. S. Secretary of State Hull 
will insist upon a declaration, over 
Argentine objections, that specifi- 
cally differentiates between ag- 
gression from outside the western 
hemisphere and _ inter-American 
quarrels. Argentina has opposed 
any project providing for unity 
against “non-American” countries, 
contending that the conference 
statement of solidarity should 
make no reference to continents. 

An unimpeachable source with- 
in the United States delegation 
told the United Press that the 
breach between Washington and 
Buenos Aires on the wording of 
the declaration, which Argentina 
has sought to shear of all strong 
language directed by implication 
against the European dictator 
countries, was “fundamental on 
which there can be no compro- 
mise.” 

Reports of the United States at- 
titude came after day-long efforts 
by Peru and Brazil to reconcile 
the American and Argentine view- 
points. Tomorrow was expected 
to reveal Argentina’s reaction to 
the stiffening United States atti- 
tude.

This was the first formal recog- 
nition of Vladimif as czar since 
the death of his father, Grand 
Duke Cyril, the former claimant, 
last October 12. 

Vladimir was expected to leave 
tomorrow for Berlin to spend the 
Christmas holidays with his sis+ 
ters, the Grand Duchess Marie 
and former Grand Duchess Kira, 
wife of Prince Louis Ferdinand, 
grandson of former Kaiser Wil- 
helm II. 

Vladimir has announced that he 
had no intention of seeing Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler and was “not inter- 
ested” in any offer of a throne in 
the Ukraine, a republic in the So- 
viet Union.

BRITAIN 


Secret Naval Race 
LONDON, Dec. 18.—(UP)— 

Germany, Japan and Soviet Rus- 

sia are engaged in a secret bat- 


tleship building race, according to 
information disclosed tonight in 
the 1939 edition of ‘Janes Fight- 
ing Ships,” the world’s most au- 
thoritative naval handbook. 

‘The Japanese are leading the 
way with four projected “super” 
battleships exceeding 40,000 tons, 
two of which have been reported 
to have been laid down during 
1938, it was stated. 

The handbook revealed the na- 
tions of the world are engaged 
in the biggest naval race since 
1919 with at least 25 battleships 
under construction or authorized. 

The handbook also revealed 


world’s most formidable subma- 
rine fleet of which more than 
half is based ‘at Vladivostock, 
within easy striking distance of 
Japanese waters. 

Janes’ asserted the .~ United 
States’ naval building program is 
proceeding slowly in the heavier 
categories, although good prog- 
ress has been made with the new 
10,000-ton light cruisers. 

The handbook said that Japan’s 

four new _ super-battleships of 
more than 40,000 tons will mount 
eight or nine 16-inch guns and 
will have a speed of about 30 
knots. 
Soviet Russia plans. to build 
three 35,000-ton capital ships 
Radda nine 16-inch.guns, Janes 
said. 

The Soviets possess at least 134 
and probably more submarines— 
more than any other nation—the 
yearbook states, and 30 others are 
under construction. 

Janes’ said many of the Soviet 
submarines in the Far East are 
believed to be mine-layers. 


The handbook confirmed that 
Great Britain’s two new 40,000- 
ton battleships, the Lion and Te- 
meraire, which are scheduled to 
be laid down about March, 1939, 
probably will be completed in 
1942 and are expected to mount 
16-inch guns.

No -Yule Truce 


HENDAYE, Franco - Spanish 
Frontier, Dec. 18.—(UP)—Gen- 
eralissimo Franco today rejected 
the pleas of 30,000,000 French 
Catholics and 5,000,000 war vet-

Symptoms 
Of Scurvy 


By Dr. William Brady. 


James Lind, Zdinburgh, studied 
medicine as an apprentice there, 
entered the naval medical service 
where he had plenty of experi- 
ence with scurvy for sveral years, 
later practiced in a naval hospital 
near Portsmouth. He was the first 
to describe scurvy. He had seen 


80 men out of a crew. of 350 on 
one ship completely disabled by 
the disease. In his hospital prac- 
tice he sometimes had as many as 
1,000 scurvy patients under his 
care, Lind published his treatise 
on- scurvy about the middle of the 
18th century. Here is part of his 
description of scorbutus (as doc- 
tors call scurvy): 

The first indication of the ap- 
proach of this disease is generally 
a change of color in the face from 
the natural and usual look to pale 
and bloated complexion; with a 
listlessness to action, or an aver- 
sion to any sort of exercise. When 
we examine narrowly the lips, or 
the caruricles (inner angles) of the 
eyes, where the blood-vessels lie 
most exposed, they appear of a 
greenish cast. Meanwhile the per- 
son eats and drinks heartily, and 
seems in perfect health; except 
that his countenance and lazy, in- 
active disposition portend a future 
scurvy. . 

The change of color in the face, 
although it does not always pre- 
cede the other symptoms, yet con- 
stantly attends them when ad- 
vanced. Scorbutic people for the 
most part appear at first of a pale 
or yellowish hue, which becomes 
afterwards more darkish or livid. 


Their former aversion to motion 
degenerates soon into a universal 
lassitude, with a stiffness and 
feebleness of their knees upon 
using exercise; with which they 
are apt to be much fatigued, and 
upon that occasion subject to a 
breathlessness or panting. . . 


In his book “The Friendly Arc- 
tic’ Vilhjalmar Stefansson gives 
an excellent description of scurvy 
and shows, from his experience, 
that lack of fresh food is the cause 
and almost any fresh food eaten 
raw is the cure—fresh meat prov- 
ed curative for Stefansson’s men 
who suffered from scurvy. 


Orange juice is now regarded 
as the best preventive and cure 
for scurvy. Lemon juice, iime 
juice, tomato juice, and other fruit 
juices are about equally good. It 
is the custom today to add some 
orange juice to the diet of every 
infant daily for the purpose of pre- 
venting scurvy, and this is es- 
pecially important if the infant 
takes pasteurized mlik or steri- 
lized or boiled milk or cooked food 
as the main part of the diet, for 
boiling or par-boiling (pasteur- 
izing), cooking, and long storage 
or preservation or sterilization or 
canning or drying diminishes or 
destroys the scurvy-preventing 
factor of such foods. The scurvy 
preventing and curing factor is 
now known as vitamin C, or ce- 
bion, or in the pure form cevitam- 
ic or ascorbic acid. Vitamin C 
in fruits or vegetables is likely to 
be destroyed by oxidation in the 
usual home cannifig process, but 
is well preserved by the vacuum 
process as used in commercial 
canning, so that factorys canned 
tomato juice is practically as good 
as orange juice as an anti-scor- 
butic in an infant’s diet. 

The irritability, peevishness and 
gloomy disposition are the earliest 
symptoms of scurvy. 

In many cases of scurvy in in- 
fants or young children the trouble 
has been mistakenly diagnosed as 
“rheumatism.” 

“Black and blue” marks on the 
body may occur from trifling or 
no apparent injur§ if the individ- 
ual (child or adult) is affected 


with mild scurvy. 3

rule it. 

In a formal statement, Reynolds 
referred specifically to a year-end 
survey by United Press in which 
64 per cent of the experts advo- 
cated national boxing organization 
with a strong central figure to run 
the affairs of the sport. 

“The National Boxing Associa- 
tion fully agrees with and has re- 
peatedly reiterated that opinion,” 
Reynolds said. “In fact the NBA 
was founded for that purpose. 

“Ed C. Foster, executive secre- 
tary of the NBA, pioneered that 
movement many years ago. The 
basic plan of the NBA was that 
all boxing jurisdictions would join 
the NBA, operate under uniform 
rules, electing a national presi- 
dent annually.” 

Reynolds is here attending the 
quarterly meeting of the NBA rat- 
ing committee. 

The man sports editors men- 
tioned most often for the position 
of boxing “czar” was former 
Heavyweight Champion Gene 
Tunney. Jack Dempsey also was 
named on several ballots.

$100,000 LURE 
FOR SEABISCUIT 


Owner Howard Expected 
To Duck Santa Anita 
for Florida Races. 


MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 18.—(UP)— 
A golden lure of $100,000 and the 
chance to become not only the big- 
gest money-winner of all time but 
one of the turf’s greatest cham- 
pions are being used to woo Sea- 
biscuit to Florida this winter, it 
was learned reliably tonight. 

The 1938 American handicap 
champion can have two cracks at 
$50,000 here—in a rematch with 
War Admiral or an invitational 
that would include the mighty 
Man o’ War colt, Stagehand, Law- 
rin and possibly Dauber and Pas- 
teurized, and in the Widener 
challenge cup race. 

And it was considered a better 
than fair possibility that Owner 
Charles S. Howard would pass up 
California’s $100,000 Santa Anita 
handicap for the gold and glory 
at Hialeah park here. 

Giving strength to reports that 
the barrel-chested Howard Cham- 
pion, now in light training at Co- 
lumbia, S. C., soon would be Flor- 
ida-bound was the assignment of 
a 134-pound impost to Seabiscuit 
for the next Santa Anita Handicap, 
one pound more than he ever has 
toted. 

Although Howard has said he 
would not decide where Seabiscuit 
would be shipped until weights 
for the Widener were announced 
January 4, he has refused in the 
past to let the ’Biscuit carry more 
than 133 pounds. 

Seabiscuit, with earnings of 
$340,480, is only $35,000 short of 
Sun Beau’s all-time mark and it 
was believed likely Howard would 
elect to go for $100,000 in two 
stabs instead of gambling with 
the 134-pound impost on winning 
the Santa Anita. 

In addition to the chance to 
boost his earnings to an all-time 
high, Seabiscuit will have the op- 
portunity to carve an everlasting 
niche in the turf’s “Hall of Fame,” 
if Hialeah’s plans for two “dream 
races” this winter materialize. 

Plans are under way, it was 
learned, to stage either a rematch 
between the ’Biscuit and War Ad- 
miral or an invitational race for 
the six leading thoroughbreds of 
1938 two weeks before the March 
4 running of the Widener. 

Both are packed with heart- 
stopping possibilities.

To Take Up Land Office, 
Uniform Terms for Of- 


ficials Today. 


Proposals for a land office for} 


the city of Atlanta, uniform terms 
for ‘city officials and further traf- 


fic reforms will come before city’ 


council at its last meeting of 1938 
this afternoon. 

Other major business will in- 
clude requests for a change in the 
tax lien date from January 1 to 
January 31, proposal that there be 
no salary changes for city offi- 
cials and employes after the 
adoption of the finance sheet at 
the first of the year, and a fur- 
ther discussion of annexation. 

A tentative budget for 1939 
calling for the expenditure of 
more than $10,000,000 will be re- 
ferred to the 1939 budget commis- 
sion and finance committee. 

Beck Resolution. 

A resolution providing for the 
setting up of a land office Jan- 
uary 1 will be introduced by 
Councilman Frank Beck. His 
plan provides that the land agent 
in charge of the office shall be 
elected by council to serve for a 
term of three years. He -would 
be charged with the management 
of property owned by the city. 

Councilman John A. White will 
introduce a resolution asking that 
salaries be fixed in the finance 
sheet at the beginning of the year 
and remain unchanged throughout 
the year. He contends such a 
law would improve city finances. 

A group of representatives from 
downtown department stores is 
expected to appear before coun- 
cil urging that the tax lien date 
be changed to January 31. At its 
last meeting council voted to re- 


quest the legislature to fix Jan- 


uary 1 as the date. 
Parking Measure. 

Traffic measures to be intro- 
duced by Councilman J. Allen 
Couch include provisions for non- 
parking for all streets within one 
block of Five Points with the ex- 
ception of Marietta street, repeal 
of the law forbidding right turns 
at some intersections and elimina- 
tion of all mid-block walkways for 
pedestrians. 

Although there has been con- 
siderable speculation concerning 
committee appointments for next 
year, Mayor Hartsfield will not 
announce his appointments until 
after the first of the year. 


GERMAN WARNS U. S. 
UF NAZI ACTIVITIES 


Urges Immediate Suppres- 
sion of Fascists and Sug- 
gests Methods. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(#)— 
Gerhart Seger, former member of 
the German reichstag, urged to- 
night that the United States take 
steps immediately to suppress 
what he said were the growing 
Nazi activities in this country. 

Addressing the Washington 
town hall forum, Seger said ‘the 
United States should by all means 
avoid repeating the mistakes 
made by the young German re- 


public before Hitler came to pow- pa 


er.” 

The former German legislator 
is now editor of the German- 
American newspaper Neue Volks- 
zeitung of New York. Another 
speaker at the forum was Chair- 
man Dies, Democrat, Texas, of 
the house committee on unAmeri- 
can activities who called Hitler a 
“madman” and predicted the Ger- 
man leader would force Europe 
into war. 

Seger suggested this program to 
curb Nazi activities, in the United 
States: 

1. Cancellation of exchange of 
professors and students with the 
Nazis. 

2. Closest supervision of the ac- 
tivities of diplomatic representa- 
tives of dictatorial countries. 

3. Dissolving the Nazi camps 
and suppressing all semi-military 
organizations in this country. 

4. Investigating the German- 
American Business League which 
he said was levying on German- 
American businessmen’ and using 
the funds to finance Nazi propa- 
ganda. 

5. Enactment of a measure for 
government clearance of all in- 
heritance cases between the Unit- 
ed States and Germany.

COURT TO HONOR 
JUSTICE CARDOZA 


High Tribunal Also May 
Rule on TVA and Child 
Labor Today. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(UP) 
The highest court in the land will 
pay tribute tomorrow to one of its 
illustrous dead—Justice Benjamin 
N. Cardozo—and may rule on sev- 
eral controversies in which he 
was interested. It will then recess 
for a fortnight. 

Eulogy ceremonies for Cardozo 
will begin when Attorney Gener- 
al Homer S. Cummings presents 
to the supreme court a resolu- 
tion praising the late justice, 
adopted by the members of the 
bar practicing before the high 
tribunal. The cabinet officer is 
expected to make a brief speech 
and Chief Justice Charles Evans 
Hughes will voice the sentiment 
of his colleagues. 

A number of important cases 
are before the court, but unless 
it shatters precedent it will not 
act on them on the eve of a re- 
cess. They include the challenge 
by a group of private power com- 
panies of the legality of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority program 
and the status of the child labor 
amendment to the constitution. 

The TVA case was argued in 
November. The issue is whether 
the TVA has co@travened the law 
and the constitution by making 
the generation of power the pri- 
mary objective of the program, as 
charged by the utilities, or has de- 
veloped and marketed it as a by- 
product of the flood control and 
navigation work, as contended by 
the government. A lower court 
upheld the government.
